go," she says, "i design around that 
idea — ^to balance the need for a pat- 
tern with a more relaxed approach." 
And color is almost always key. "i 
grew up in and returned to live in a 
very colorful, vibrant city," says the 
San Antonio native. "And i learned a 
lot about color mixing [with paint]." 

Linda's first book, Crochet Adorned 
(Potter Craft, 2009) offers cool ways 
to embellish clothes and decorate 
your home. Her most recent book, 
Little Crochet: Modern Designs for 
Babies and Toddlers (Potter Craft, 

201 1), follows suit with color and 
simplicity, much to Linda's delight. 
"You can have so much more fun 
with color for kids," she says. 

You might say Little Crochet was 
born along with Linda's nephew, 
Teague. His arrival prompted her to 
stitch many "toys and things," but she 
was disappointed with the patterns 
available for little boys. "1 wanted 
this book to have as many cute 
patterns for boys as for girls," 
she says. Linda accomplished 
her goal in part with boy-cen- 
tric garments, like the Sock it 
To Me Sweater Vest. Other 
designs are customizable 
for boys or girls, like the No 
Fuss Party Bibs (bowtie for 
boys, ruffle for girls). 

With Little Crochet just 
hitting shelves in April, Linda 
says, "I think about doing 
my own ebook. But i like 
working with traditional 
publishers, too. Who knows 
what the future holds?"©

s a writer, designer, 
author, and yarn shop 
girl, Linda Permann is sur- 
rounded by stitches. It's 
a colorful place to be, though perhaps 
not what you'd expect from a trained 
painter. After completing her BFA in 
painting at the University of Texas in 
2001, Linda headed off to a magazine 
job in New York City. Compared to 
her years as a busy art student, she 
suddenly had oodles of free time. "I 
really needed a hobby," she says. She 
gravitated to crochet because it would 
help her keep warm. 

Crochet and Linda clicked. For sev- 
eral years, she stitched her evenings 
away and sold hats on her website. 
Eventually Linda found herself as 



craft editor at the now 
defunct Adorn maga- 
zine. There she met the 
former editor of Crochet 
Today!, Brett Bara, and 
published her first 
CT! design (she's 
been a contributor to 
the magazine ever 
since). "I was in 
the right place 
at the right time," 
she says.

This month, put the finishing touches on embellishments and lace.

a I like to crochet lace

block it. I’m also afraid to get it wet 
because if I don’t like the blocked 
result, I won’t be able to get the 
original drape back. Help! 



The blocking process can 
^ be intimidating at first, but 



I 

^ once you try it, Lm almost 

certain you'll appreciate the results. 
Blocking crocheted items is akin to 
pressing in sewing — ^for most projects, 
it's crucial if you want professional- 
looking results. Whether you use 
steam or cool water, blocking relaxes 
the fibers and gently stretches stitches 
into shape. To take the guesswork out 
of how your blocked project will look, 
block the gauge swatch first — you 
should do this anyway. 

I suggest wet-blocking for crochet 
cotton thread projects; the soaking 



process really opens up your stitches. 
Cool water is safe for most fibers, but 
check the yarn label first to be sure. 

To wet-block, you need a delicate 
soap, rustproof pins, blocking wires 
(optional, but really helpful for large 
pieces), and a blocking surface. 

This can be as simple as a towel 
spread on a bed or carpet, or you 
can buy inexpensive foam flooring 
tiles at hardware stores. 

To begin, soak the crocheted piece 
in soap and water for at least 15 min- 
utes. Next, roll it in a towel and gently 
wring on the towel to remove excess 
water. Place the crocheted piece on 
your blocking surface and stretch it to 
the desired dimensions, then pin the 
edges in place. To use blocking wires, 
simply thread the wires through the 
edges of the piece and pin the wires 
in place. 

a What’s the best way to 
# attach crocheted embel- 
♦ lishments to fabric, and 
do you have any finishing tips? 



While you can use a sewing 
^ machine, hand-sewing will 



X 

^ give you more control and 

allow you to adjust the placement of 
crocheted embellishments as you go. 
For best results, wash the fabric first, 
so any shrinking occurs before you 
attach the embellishments. Block the 
embellishments, too — ^this defines the 
stitches and flattens the pieces, making 
them easier to attach. Choose a sewing 
thread that matches the yarn color, 
opting for a darker thread if you can't 
find an exact match. 

After you arrange your embel- 
lishments, pin them in place. Use 



a running stitch to sew along the 
outside edge of each embellishment, 
and tack down the centers of larger 
motifs to further secure them. Make 
small, inconspicuous stitches. If using 
a stretchy fabric (like a T-shirt), re- 
member to slightly stretch the fabric 
every few stitches to help maintain 
the elasticity of the garment. When 
attaching a long piece of trim, knot 
the thread on the inside of the gar- 
ment after every few inches of stitch- 
ing (see photo below) — if one section 
breaks, you'll need to repair only that 
section.

any kids find that 
crochet is the 
easiest neediecraft 
\xj 'recTm. 'fTfiTD-dat;- 
ing them to the wonders of crochet 
requires the right tools, the right yarn, 
and the right first project, so that kids 
see the craft as fun instead of a chore. 

One of the benefits of teaching 
kids to crochet is that it hones their 
fine motor skills and hand-eye co- 
ordination. Children as young as six 
should be able to master the basics. 

While teaching, it's important 
to be patient, give praise, and — if 
you're in a classroom setting — real- 
ize that ail kids don't learn at the 
same speed and some may need 
special attention. 

Before tackling the Stripy Stu 
project here, you'll need to teach 
kids how to do a basic slipknot, 
a chain, single crochet (see our 
Resources section on page 92 for a 
quick primer if you need it), fastening 
off, and some basic sewing. Because 
kids have limited attention spans, 
break up your sessions into bite-size 
pieces. And encourage practicing 
before moving from one skill to the 
next. The project itself builds on kids' 
basic techniques by teaching them to 
join yarn in order to create stripes.

Row 2 Ch 3 (counts as dc), turn, *dc in next 
ch-1 sp, ch 1, sk next dc; repeat from * across 
to turning ch-sp, dc in last ch-sp, dc in 4th ch 
of beginning ch — 11 dc and 8 ch-1 sps. 

Row 3 Ch 4 (counts as dc, ch 1), turn, sk next 
dc, *dc in next ch-1 sp, ch 1, sk next dc; repeat 
from * across to last dc, dc in top of turning 
ch — 1 0de and 9 ch-1 sps. 

Row 4 Ch 3 (counts as dc), turn, *dc In next 
ch-1 sp, ch 1, sk next dc; repeat from * across 
to turning ch-sp, dc in last ch-sp, dc in 3rd ch 
of turning ch — 11 dc and 8 ch-1 sps.

With measuring tape, measure around 
neckline of tank. 

Ch 4. 

Row 1 Sc in 4th ch from hook (beginning ch 
counts as ch-3 sp) — 1 sc and 1 ch-3 sp. 

Row 2 Ch 3, turn, sc in sc. 

Repeat Row 2 until unstretched length of 
trim measures neckline length plus 275cm. 
Fasten off, leaving a long tail for sewing 
ends together later. 

Note Making the trim longer than length of 
neckline means it can be adjusted slightly if 
necessary when sewing. 

Weave in end at beginning of trim and make 
sure to begin sewing trim to tank from this 
end. Pin trim to neckline, beginning and 
ending trim at shoulder seam and leaving at 
least 1.574cm of both ends of trim unpinned 
between first and last pin. Starting at first 
pin and working along central sc row of trim, 
sew trim to neckline. Be sure not to sew 
down the ch-3 sps on inner neckline side 
of the trim because you will work the yoke 
directly into these loops. When you near the 
end of the neckline, stop sewing, unravel any 



excess trim and sew ends of trim together 
with yarn end. Weave in remaining yarn end, 
then sew remainder of trim to tank. 

Round 1 (right side) insert hook in any ch-3 sp 
near shoulder seam on inside edge of neckline, 
ch 4 (counts as dc, ch 1), *dc in next ch-3 sp, 
ch 1 ; repeat from * all the way around neckline; 
join with s! st in 3rd ch of beginning ch. 

Try tank on. Place 2 stitch markers on front 
side of tank in ch-1 sps of Round 1, as fol- 
lows: Place one stitch marker in each ch-1 
sp on both inner curves of neckline, close 
to side edges of top of front. The markers 
should be evenly spaced on either side of 
tank’s center front. The first marker indicates 
where the (ch 1, dc) mesh should begin 
in the 2nd round of yoke. If, after working 
starred portion of Round 2, you are not 
happy with the results, rip back and replace 
markers accordingly. 

Round 2 Ch 1, 2 sc in each ch-1 sp to first 
marked ch-1 sp, sc in marked ch-1 sp, ch 2. 
count back 4 sc and place a marker in the 4th 
sc before ch-2 sp just made, dc in next ch-1 
sp, *ch 1 , dc in next ch-1 sp; repeat from * to 
next marked ch-1 sp, ch 2, sc in marked ch-1 
sp, move marker to ch-2 sp just made, 2 sc 
in remaining ch-1 sps around; join with si st in 
first sc. 

Round 3 Ch 1, sc in each sc to first marked 
sc, sc in marked sc, ch 3, sk next 3 sc, dc in 
next ch-2 sp, *ch 1, dc in next ch-1 sp; repeat 
from * across to marked ch-2 sp, ch 1, dc in 
marked ch-2 sp, ch 3, sk next 3 sc, sc in each 
remaining sc around; join with si st in first sc. 
Round 4 *Ch 2, si st in next 2 sts; repeat from 
* to first ch-3 sp, **ch 2, si st in next ch-sp; 
repeat from ** across to next sc, ***ch 2, si st 
in next 2 sts; repeat from *** to end of round. 
Fasten off. 

Note Depending on placement of mesh at 
front, you may need to si st in one more (or 
fewer) stitches before the first ch-3 sp and 
near the end of the round.

Fringe Chains 

Cut a 2yd/1.8m length of yarn and fold in 
half.

Tassels 

Cut 12 6715cm lengths of fringe. Insert 



Wear the removable flower 
in your hair or on your bag, 
Try the yoke on a print tool 



hook in end chain of one of the fringe 
chains, fold 3 6-inch lengths over hook, 
puil loop through chain, then yarn over 
with 6 yarn ends and puil through loop on 
hook. Pull taut, trim ends to ,7572cm. 
Repeat for remaining chain ends. 

Weave in ends. 

Layer small flower over large flower and 
sew in place. Arrange flower with fringe 
at the bottom, then sew to yoke or 
to pin back (for easy removal before

repeat from * across— 27 (33, 39, 45, 51) 
ch-3 sps. 

Fasten off. 

Row 2 (right side) With right side facing, 
draw up a loop in first sc of Row 1 , ch 4, sc 
in first ch-3 sp, shell in next ch-3 sp, sc in 
next ch-3 sp, *ch 3, sc in next ch-3 sp, shell

How to Embroider Lazy Daisies 

Weave the yarn through about 172.5cm 
of stitches on the wrong side of the front 
bodice and leave a long tail to weave in 
later. Push your needle and yarn through 
to the right side of the bodice where 
you’d like the center of the daisy to be. 

1 Form a small .5" (13mm) loop with 
the yarn; this will be the petal. Reinsert 
the needle in the same spot where the 
yarn originally came through, then bring 
it back through to the bodice front just 
inside of the petal loop. 

2 Reinsert the needle on the outside 
edge of the petal loop and pull the 
yarn through to hold the loop in place. 
Repeat to make 5 petals, or as many 
as desired, for each flower. Weave in

Felting 

Place the Flowers in one pillowcase, the 
Headband in another (without creasing 
it), and the Leaves Swatch in a third. Set 
the water level for a small load and the 
agitation level for a heavy load. Add a 
small amount of hot water to the machine, 
a little detergent, and evenly distribute the 
pillowcases in the machine. Add boiling 
water (optional) and a pair of blue Jeans. 
After 5-10 minutes, check on the felting 
process. Keep on checking at regular 
Intervals until the wash cycle is finished or 
you are happy with the felting. 

Do not let the machine go through the 
spin cycle with the pillowcases still in 
the machine. If the pieces are not felted 
sufficiently when the wash cycle is over, 
remove the pillowcases, let the machine 
empty, and start the whole process over 
again. When the pieces are felted suf- 
ficiently, take them out, rinse in cold water, 
roil in a towel to help remove excess water, 
then lay flat to dry. You can also stretch 
them into the right shape. When the Flow- 
ers are dry on the outside but not on the 
inside, put a folded and twisted piece of 
newspaper inside each one to help absorb 
excess water. 

Shaping 

When the Flowers are dry, pull away the 
last round of the Sepal from the first round 
of the petals or carefully snip them apart. 
Then trim the Sepal on the Flower so you 
can see 3 distinct Sepals. Trim the Flower 
petals by cutting a slit in the sc rounds 
right above the center of each of the 3 
Sepals, then shape the petals to make 
them shorter and round. Cut 3 or 4 leaf 
shapes (as shown, right) out of the Leaves 
Swatch. 

Measure the Headband, winding it around 
the head once (for 140-row size) or twice 
(for 200-row size). Allow 1-272.5-5cm 
overlap for sewing ends together, and cut 
off the excess material. Using A, sew the 
Flowers and leaves on the Headband and 
sew the ends of the Headband together. €1

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JHk How to Felt Crochet 



My blog readers often ask, “Can you felt crochet?” 
The answer is “Yes,” and here’s how. By Marty Miller 
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Wool and other animal fibers, like angora and alpaca, will 
felt. These fibers are covered with tiny scales, which open 
up when the fibers get wet. If you add heat, agitation, and 
a little bit of soap, the scales intermesh with each other, 
grabbing hold and not letting go. This shrinks the fabric 
and produces felt. But all wool doesn’t felt. Some wools, 
usually called “superwash,” have been treated so that they 
won’t felt when washed. Also, some light-colored wools 
that have been bleached will not felt. 



to move around). You may need to pour boiling water into 
the machine while it’s agitating, too. 

After 5-10 minutes, stop the machine and check your 
material. If it hasn’t felted yet, continue the cycle. Don’t 
let the material go through the spin cycle — that can 
cause permanent crease marks or stretch and distort 
your project. If your fabric Isn’t felted enough at the end 
of the wash cycle, let the water drain out and start all 
over again. Some wools need to go through the cycle 
two or three times. Others felt In less than one cycle. 






You need to crochet with a larger hook (two or more sizes 
larger) than you would usually use with the yarn. The 
stitches must have plenty of space around them, so that the 
fabric can shrink. I use anything from an L/11 (8mm) hook 
to a P/16 (11.5mm) hook for worsted-weight yarn. The stitch 
or stitches that you use may also affect the fabric. Single 
crochet felts differently than half double or double crochet. 

It’s a good idea to put your crocheted piece in a zippered 
pillowcase before you felt it, because wool fibers come 
loose and form tiny balls that may clog up your washer. If 
you’re felting more than one piece at the same time, you’ll 
need a separate pillowcase for each; otherwise, the pieces 
in the pillowcase may stick together. I used three pillow- 
cases when I felted the headband — one for the band, one 
for the flowers, and one for the leaf swatch.

When everything is dry, use sharp scissors to cut 
out the shape you want.

CrochVt fabric felts differently than knit fabric. 

Knit fabric shrinks more lengthwise; crochet 
fabric shrinks more widthwise. 

Small pieces shrink in different proportions than 
large pieces, so making a small swatch and felting 
it may not necessarily tell how much a larger piece 
will shrink. That’s why you should check your 
project every few minutes while it’s felting. 
Different wools felt differently, and various 
colors of the same wool may felt differently, too. 
Felting is addictive. Once you get started, 
you’re hooked!

Making a Foundation Chain 



1. Start by making a slipknot and posi- 
tioning it near the end of the hook. Wrap 
the working yarn (the yarn attached to 
the bail or skein) around the hook as 
shown.

® A diagram depicts an entire motif, pattern, or pattern 
repeat, from the right side. Each symbol represents one 
stitch. Use the table at right to become familiar with which 
stitches the symbois represent. 

• Remember that stitch diagrams go hand-in-hand with 
written patterns; you should follow along with both as you 
crochet. 

• In Crochet Today!, the diagrams are styled so that the 
colors alternate on every row. This is to help differentiate 
between rows, making it easier to follow as you work. Right 
side (RS) rows are black, wrong side (WS) rows are blue, and 
rows previously worked (as for motifs, like flowers, which are 
made with more than one layer) are gray. 

When working in rows follow the diagram from the bot- 
tom right, reading from right to left. Each stitch is aligned 
on top of the chain or stitch into which it is worked; if 
a chain or stitch is skipped, no stitch appears above it. 
When you reach the end of the first row, turn your work, 
and read the next row of the diagram from left to right, 
working stitches into the indicated stitch from the previ- 
ous row. Continue in this fashion, reading RS rows from 
right to left and WS rows from left to right, paying atten- 
tion to the number of turning chains indicated.
